At about 5:35 P. M., Inspector A, H, Belmont, Bureau, called 
on 11/16 /50, on another matter and I advised him that ve had been advised 
by^B® that , afte r ROSENBERG talked with his lawyer II/15/5O, he came 
back and toldlBBlE^ that, because of the Revolution in Venezuela, it would 
be utterly impossible to get anybody out and down there; that they wou“ld 
Just run into more trouble down there and that he had beard through BUXJH 
that these people were going to try and get into Mexico over the Christmas 
holidays, either through lower California or Texas and two men were sup- 
posed to make arrangements for them to get out by ship to Poland. 

Another detail. ROSENBERG *s sister visits him at the House 
of Detention. He writes notes and shows tiiem to her through the petition 
and then tears them up and she carries the instructions out to his friends. 

INS is now going to keen over at Ellis Island. I poin- 
ted out that be© and ROSEIv^ERG had been cellmates for 21 or 22 days; that 
given us a couple of stories, but that one thing ve did know was 
that ROSENBERG’S sister had visited him yesterday and RQSEffBER G does have 
visits from his lawyer, BLOCH. We know that much is true. If BESSIE were 
to get down to Venezuela with the stories he has been telling and a good 
nevspai)erman got ahold of this Information, he would pay for t he sto ries 
end really tell them. It might be helpful if IKS were to keep^BBSSS here 
until after the case come up for trial. I told Mr. Belmont ve would send 
a teletype on this tonight (II/16/5U.).
